DESTRUCTIVE FIRE AT WEST 
. POINT. 


Godowns Gutted—$200,000 
, Damage. 

A disasterous | fira occurred yeatorday 
morning) at West Point involving 
loss of, . it is calculated, between 
$200,000. and $250,000. The firat in- 
timation’ the inhabitants had of — tho 
outbreak. was the vigorous ringing of tho 
fire alarm at 5,30 aan. nud inquiry revetled 
the fact that two huge godowns, Nos. 640 
and 542. Des Voeux Road (West Point) 
were in flames. Grent volumes of smoke 
rose in the air and it was immediately seen 
that Hongkong was in. for one of the big- 
gest .conflagrations it has scon since the 
Chop  Yil \podown fire two yeara 
ago, The men of the fire brigade were 
not long in , rushing to their respective 


sts, and, *under command of Mr F, 
. Badeley, Acting Captain Superin- 
tendent of Police, assisted by_Mr Mackie, 
Acting Deputy Superintendent of Police, 
and Mr J.-W. Kinghorn, of Messrs King- 
horn and Macdonald, who holds the position 
of : Superintending Engincer of the Firo 
Brigade, they. were soon on the scene and 
hard st work in their endeavours to stop 
the’ progress of tha destroying element. 
The steam engino from the Central Station, 
as well as the floating firo engine from 
Teimshateui, wore quickly got into working 
order and directed streams of water on the 
burning : buildings from different points, 
The loud reports .which came’ from inside 
‘the «godowss and tho thick volumes of 
smoke which curled up in the air told-that: 
the flames had already got 9-very firm hold, 
and the construction of the ‘buildings 
mado it’ dificult wget at the™ real 
heart’of the fire xaging within. The 
firemen ‘worked with a: will, and in less 
thon an hour had the flames well under 
control, aud all fear of their spreading to 
the, other godowns ‘adjoining were allayed, 
It was not, however, befure the roofs of 
both godowns had crashed inwards, leaving 
only, the bare walls’ that this end was 
accomplished, ‘ It. now became a mere 
matter of fighting the fire on its own ground 
and this was successfully accomplist- 
edina few hours. At ten o'clock, smoke 
continued to pour from the ruined godewns 
in great volume. and several jets wore play- 
ing briskly, and. it was not, till well on in 
the day that it was. safe to slacken the 
work.
